tective who was detailed to look into 
the manner of the husband's death. 
Hla Investigations led him to call on 
"Dr " Hoossey. the detective feigning 
Illness. 
While he was being treated 
for "kidney trouble" the detective told 
him he was having 
trouble with a 
woman, and after iurther conversation 
thp "doctor" volunteered to sell him a 
powdpr that would kill the woman in 
three days. The ^»4octor" said he had 
given a woman some powder more than 
a year ago to get rid of her husband. 
The woman 
promised 
the "doctor" 


5100, but only gave him $51. 


A city, detoctive then took up the 
story and told of having found two 
boxes of rough-on-rats in the negro's 
stpre. He also told of Mrs. Danze's AT- 
re^t, and testifled that she admitted 
having secured a drug from Hoossey, 
which she put In her husband's coffee 
in order to cure him of the drinking 
habit; that he was a hard drinker and 
abused her. She further admitted, the 
detective said, that she paid Hoossey 
after she had collected 13.000 insurance 
that was on her husband's life. 


A chemist testified that the package 
the negro intended to give the private 
.detective to kill the fictitious woman 
contained 160 grains of white arsenic. 


The body of the husband was ex- 
humed Thursday afternoon and the t1- 
lal 
organs were turned 
over to a 
chemist for investigation. 
This will 
take several weeks, and pending his 
yeport no date will be set for the in- 
quest^ 


Mrt». Danze, ¿who has a daughter 19 
years .pf ase, and a son 18, has always 
J)ornc a good reputation. 
The physi- 
cian who attended the husband in his 
last iUuess assigned rheumatism of the 
heart ^s the cause of death. The phy- 
sician said he had been a chronic suf- 
ferer from this disease. 


Well-known 
physicians 
In all sec- 
tions of the city ha.ve reported cases to 
the district attorney that will probably 
lead to the opening of many graves and 
to the holding of as many inquests by 
the coroner. In each of these cases the 
patient 
first 
appearf^d with a minor 
complaint, which grow progressively 
woi^e and which, just before death, 
jnanlfestpd what are now recalled as 
-the usual symptoms of arsenical poi- 
soning. In each of these reported cases 
there is a story of Insurance, disturbed 
domestic relations, or an affair of next 
of kin. It Is said Hoossey's home was 
visited frequently by many women, 
most of whom wore heavy veils, who 
bought his deadly potions.

believed, however, that 
"Dr." 
Hoossey 
was 
knowingly 
a 
party to any extensive plan to murder 
people for insurance montiy. This the- 
ory Is based upon his moderate means. 
Being uncommonly shrewd, Hoossey 
would have demanded a large share of 
any proceeas aerived frojn any policies 
issued on the lives of his victims. 
His 
specialty seemed to be the clearing up 
of disturbed domestic relations by de- 
liberate 
murder, with the 
insurance 
feature as a t-oeondary incident of his 
work. His price, according to the mem- 
orandum found in his shop, was In- 
variably flOO. Some of his patrons ars 
only rererred to by numbers, otaers by 
hieroglyphics that nobody but himself

Cubans During a Squall. 


Havnna, March 16.—While the sec- 
retary of thp navy, Mr. Moody, and 
his party wv^rc» paying a visit on shore 
yesterday aiternoon a squall of tre* 
mendous violence swept over the har- 
bor. It l)ecame as dark as night, and 
the wind and the downpour were ter- 
rific. C )ramander Stonoy, of the Dol- 
phin. re .^.ing the perH to the small 
boats in 
ae harbor during such a 
squall, call 'J for volunteer rescuers. 
The entire 
of the Dolphin re- 


sponded. 
The boats were instantly 
manned and sent off. The launch re- 
turned with 
four half drowned 
Cu- 
bans and the captain's gig with an- 
other, who was lifted aboard appar- 
ently lifeless, but was later resusci- 
tated. TJie courage and prompt action 
on the part of the Americans are es- 
pecially commended, as the British 
ships did not rise to the emergency, 
although one of the capsized boats was 
much nearer to the Ariadne than to 
the Dolphin. 


Secretary Moody today summoned 
the Dolphin's crew and commended 
them for their pluck and presence of 
mind. 
It Is known that five men. all 
Cubans, were drowned by the capsla- 
Ing of boats during the squall.

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Phlladelphta PoHce Have Startllag 
Eyideuc^ AgjAÍnst a *<Doctor«’’ 


Philadelphia, March 14, — Charged 
with having poisoned her husband,Wil­ 
liam G. Danze. who died 18 mpnths 
ago, Mrs. Catherine Dai^ie, of 
2525 
North Fourth ctreet, was committed to 
prisan 
yesterday, without bail, and 
George Hoo^sey, a iiegro ‘‘herb doctor’* 
and fortune teller, who. it is charged, 
sold poison to the woman, was also 
held without ball as an accessory to 
the i^llefied crime. 
The wonum has been under arrest 
several days, but pending a further in­ 
vestigation phe was not arraigned until 
yesterday afternoon. 
The principal 
witness against her was a private de­ 
tective who was detailed to look into 
the manner of the husband’s death. 
Hia investigations led him to call on 
“Dr.*’ Hoossey. the detective feigning 
Illness. While he was being treated 
for “kidney trouble" the detective told 
him he was having 
trouble with a 
woman, and after (urther conversation 
thp “doctor** volunteered to sell him a 
powder that would kill the woman in 
three days. The '*(}octor" said he had 
given a woman some powder more than 
a year ago to get rid of her husband. 
The woman promised the “doctor” 
?100, but only gave him $51. 
A city detoctlve then took up the 
story and told of having found two 
boxes of rough-on-rats in the negro's 
stpre. He also told of Mrs. Danze’s ar­ 
rest, and testified that she admitted 
having secured a drug from Hoossey, 
which she put in her husband's coffee 
In order to cure him of the drinking 
habit; that he was a hard drinker and 
abused her. She further admitted, the 
detective said, that she paid Hoossey 
after she had collected |3,000 insurance 
that was on her husband’s life. 
A chemist testified that the package 
the negro intended to give the private 
detective to kill the fictitious woman 
contained 160 grains of white arsenic. 
The body of the husband was ex­ 
humed Thursday afternoon and the rl- 
lal 
organs were turned 
over to a 
chemist for investigation. 
This will 
take several weeks, and pending his 
feport no data will be set for the in­ 
quest, 
Mrto. Danze, ¿who has a daughter 19 
yeara ,pf a^e, and a son 18, has always 
borne a good reputation. The physi­ 
cian who attended the husband in his 
last iUness assigned rheumatism of the 
heart ^s the cause of death. The phy- 
siciati said he had been a chronic suf­ 
ferer from this disease. 
Well-known physicians in all sec­ 
tions of the city hOsVe reported cases to 
the district attorney that will probably 
lea$ to the opening of many graves and 
to the holding of as many inquests by 
the coroner. In each of these cases the 
patient first appeared with a minor 
complaint, which grow prugressively 
W0i.ie and which, Just before death, 
jnanifest^d what are now recalled as 
:,the usual symptoms of arsenical poi­ 
soning. In each of these reported cases 
there is a story of insurance, disturbed 
domestic relations, or an affair of next 
of kin. It is said Hoossey's home was 
visited frequently by many women, 
most of whom wore heavy veils, who 
bought his deadly potions. 
It is not 
believed, however, that 
''Dr." 
Hoossey 
was 
knowingly 
a 
party to any extensive plan to murder 
people for insurance monjtiy. This the­ 
ory is based upon his moderate means. 
Being uncommonly shrewd, Hoossey 
would have demanded a )arge share of 
any proceeas aerived frojn any policies 
issued on the lives of his victims. His 
specialty seemed to be the clearing up 
of disturbed domestic relations by de­ 
liberate murder, with the insurance 
feature as a t oeondary Incident of his 
work. His price, according to the mem­ 
orandum found in his shop, was in­ 
variably flOO. Some of his patrons ars 
only rererred to by numbers, otaers by 
hieroglyphics that nobody but himself 
M'ill ever be able t(J solve, but there can 
be no mlHtake about th% entry '*1100*' 
that appears after each of 34 entries 
made on the same record with the $51 
entry which admitteaiy applies to Mrs, 
Catharine Dannie and the $10 entry 
which identifies the case of Detective 
Gavin, who /^ays he contracted to hav^ 
his wife murdered by Hoossey for $100.

PLUCKY AMERICANS 


Crew of Dolphin Rescue Hal^ Drowntd 
Cubans During a Squall. 
Havana, March 16.—While the sec­ 
retary of thp navy, Mr. Moody, and 
his party 
paying a visit on shore 
yesterday aiternoon a squall of tro* 
mendous violence swept over the har­ 
bor. It ])ecame as dark as night, and 
the wind and the downpour w^ere ter­ 
rific. C )mmander Stonoy, of the Dol­ 
phin. rc* .7,ing the perH to the small 
boats in 
.\e harbor during such a 
squall, call'.! for volunteer rescuers. 
The entire c.'-ew of the Dolphin re­ 
sponded. 
The boats were instantly 
manned and sent oft. The launch re­ 
turned with four half drowned Cu­ 
bans and the captain's gig with an­ 
other, who was lifted aboard appai*- 
ently lifeless, but was later resusci* 
tated. Tlie courage and prompt action 
on the part of the Americans are es­ 
pecially commended, as the British 
ships did not rise to the emergency, 
although one of the capsized boats was 
much nearer to the Ariadne than to 
the Dolphin. 
Secretary Moody today summoned 
the Dolphin’s crew and commended 
them for their pluck and presence of 
mind. It is knowm that five men, all 
Cubans, wore drowned by the capsii- 
ing of boats during the squall. 


Ensign Wortman Acquitted. 
Washington, March 18.—The court 
which tried FJnsIgn H. K. Wortman, at 
Pensacola, Fla., to determine the ex­ 
tent, If any. of his responsibility for 
the explosion in the six-inch gun turret 
of the battleship Massachusetts, off 
Culebra, by which nine men lost their 
lives, rendered á verdict of not guilty. 
Commander Winslow, who acted aa 
judge advocate oí the court, reached 
Washington yesterday with the find­ 
ings. 
The record will be reviewed 
by tho Judge advocate and then will 
be passed on by tho secretary of the 
navy. 


Doctor Shot Down on Strett. 
Tarbora, N. C., March 17.—Yester­ 
day morning, in front of the post- 
office on Main street, Dr, J. M. Baker 
shot Dr. H. T. Bass and Inflicted what 
may turn out to be a fatal wound.

CARE OF THE 
HORSE 


A Tvlttl« TliDii||htfa1nMi Always Tmj% la 


tlie En«!. 


During the hot weather the delivery 
horse should not b* hurried all day 
long, else it may become oA'erheated or 
Sick, says the Confectioner and Baker. 
The wagon should be started as early 
as possible, so as to aA'oid many de- 
liveries in the middle'Of the day or 
when the suu is high. 
There are 
many little things that go to make a^ 
horse comfortable, and as these cost 
little and tend to keep him in good 
spirits, they are Avell Avorthy of «con- 
sideration. 


The harness should not be alloAved 
to rub bare places or sores. 
A littlo 
attention and action aaMU prevent such 
occurrencoF. 
In the first place, a har- 
ness that fits is cheapest in the long 
run. 
Have your harnessmaker fit the 
harnoKs, 
A horse neatly harnessed is 
attractive, while one with a harness all 
dirty, worn and knotted looks liko a 
tramp. 


A i5y net serA^es to shoo the flies or 
prevents them 
biting, 
irritating or 
bothering a horse. 
A straAv bonnet on 
a horse's head is an excellent croAvn, 
not so much on account of the shade it 
may give, but particularly because the 
top of the hat is high and may servo 
as a holjder of a Avet sponge, Avhicli 
helps keep the head cool on a hot day. 
Cabbage leaves or green grass may be 
used instead. 


It ie a good plan to have the horse 
clipped two or three times during the 
summer, as it makes him look better, 
keeps him cooler or allows perspira- 
tion to dry quickly, and makes* him 
feel like doing a good day's work. 
The 
usual price for clipping is from one 
dollar to two dollars, or a clipping ma- 
chine can be bought outright for ten 
dollars or fifteen dollars.

shod goes stumbliug along, its feet 
become sore or lame or he may fall and 
receive injury 


When a horse has been driven hard, 
give him a chance to rest a little, as 
by allowing bim to stand a few min- 
utes in the shade. 
Ahvays pick out 
the shady places for him during the 
hot weather. 
After he has stood a 
while, drive him sloAvly to the nearest 
water trough. He should have a drink 
CA^ery hour or two on a hot day. 


A horse may be tied in numerous 
ways, some of which are not in accord- 
ance with city ordinances. 
Oftentimes 
a driver is seen tAvisting the 
reins 
around a spoke of the Avheel or alloAving 
a horse to AAwk Avilh the hitch strap 
hung away dOAvn. The proper AA'ay is 
to have a good hitch strap on the har- 
ness or in the wagon. 
Weight hitch- 
ing straps are serviceable Avhen care 
is taken not to jerk the jaAv off tho 
horse 
when 
throAving it out of 
the 
wagon. 


Feed the horse w'oll, but avoid heavy 
food. 
If possible, allow him to graze 
in the etening. 
The barn should bei 
well ventilated; in fact, if it has a 1oa\^ 
protecting roof to keep out the rain, 
siding is not needed. 
However, don't 
bed a horse when lathered with SAveat, 
as then is when he is likely to catch 
cold, especially should he haA-e a long 
coat. Hub him doAvn or Avash him off. 
One of the chief things about caring 
for a horse is to use "hor- " sense. 
The horse himself knows how he ought 
to be cared for, but being dumb can't 
express it. 


Bakers should instruct their delivery 
boys how 
they 
want 
their 
horses 
handled, giving them to understand 
that abuse Avill not be tolerated, while 
good treatment is essential.—New Eng- 
land Grocer.

THE GOLDEN SPIDEPv, 
A gilded tyrant, with velvetry black 
markings, is the huge golden spider, 
sitting in her house woven of silken 
meshes. Her weaving, too, is marvel­ 
ously strong, and the six guy ropes 
that support her swinging habitation 
some live feet long. 
And what may 
Madame Spider be watching for? Ah, 
0 gay green grass hopper, that, with 
more athletic? action 
than 
wisdon), 
springs right into the very midst of 
Madame Spider’s net. 
And she has 
been on the alert for just such a vic­ 
tim. The web swings to and fro with 
such violence that one would expect 
it to be torn to shreds. But no, before 
the stupid grasshopper can possibly 
kick himself loose, and, not>vlthstand- 
ing his struggles have torn a large 
rent in the web. he finds himself en­ 
cased in a silken shroud, deftly wov­ 
en by his enemy, and in this he swing« 


helplessly. 
Then 
Madame 
Spider 
comes down her zigzag stairway au(l 
sizes up her catch; maybe gives him a 
little nipping bite, and then leaves him 
to his fate, until such times as she 
wishes to serve him up for the family 
dinner. 
There are many of these great gold« 
en spiders in thickets. 
All of them 
look sleek and well fed. 
There is an 
American spider which haunts ever­ 
green trees and catches its prey by 
means of a lasso. 
The web of this 
spider is triangular in form, consist­ 
ing of four longitudinal lines and a 
large number of cross fibres connect­ 
ing them. 
Two corners of the trian­ 
gle are attached to tNvigs, but the other 
corner, which terminates in a single 
thread, is held b.y the spider, perching 
on a neighboring tw'ig. 
When a fly 
strikes the web the spider loosens his 
hold and the elastic threads instantly 
entangle the victim. 
If you anchor a pole in a body of 
water, leaving the pole above the sur­ 
face. and put a spider upon it. he will 
exhibit a marvelous intelligence by 
his plans of escape. 
At first he will 
spin a web several inches long and 
hang to one end, while he allows the 
other to float olT in the wind in the 
hope tliat it Avili strike^some object. 
Of course, this plan proves a failure. 
He waits till the wind shifts, perhaps, 
and then sends another silken bridge 
floating off in another direction. 
An­ 
other failure is followed by several 
other .similar attempts until all points 
of the compass have been tried. 
But 
neither the resources nor the reason­ 
ing powers of the spider are exhaust­ 
ed. 
He climbs to the top of the pole 
and energetically goes to work to con­ 
struct a silken balloon. 
He has no hot air with which to in­ 
flate it, but he has the power of mak­ 
ing it buoyant. 
When he gets his 
balloon finished he does not go off 
upon tiie mere supposition that it will 
carry him, as men often do. but he 
fastens it to a guy rope. He then gets 
into his aerial vehicle while It is fast 
and tests it to see whether its dimen­ 
sions are capable of bearing him aw^ay. 
He sometimes finds that he had made 
it too small, in which case he hauls it 
down, takes it all apart and constructs 
it on a larger and better plan, A spid­ 
er has been seen to make three düfer- 
ent balloons before he became satis­ 
fied with his experimei:t. 
Then he 
will got in, snap his guy rope and sail 
away to land as gracefully and as su- 
nremely independent of his surround» 
lugs as could well bo imagined. 
The diving bell is considered to be 
a great invention, yet long before man 
thought of his diving bell the water 
spider had hers, in which she reared 
her numerous family. 
There are sev­ 
eral remarka))lc things about this nest. 
One of them is the m;.nner in which it 
is made. 
In that business-like manner which 
characterizes all spiders, 
she 
boidly 
plunges into the wa.er hnd walks down 
the stem of a pond weed. 
When she 
has selected a suitable position for her 
silken palace she flexes a number of 
strong linos in all. direetions for an­ 
chorage. 
Then in the midst of these 
she constructs a beautiful web. some­ 
what in the shape of a thimble, but 
not quite so large. It is full of water, 
and therefore not like a diving bell. 
How is the water to be got out and 
replaced with air? 
The true explanation is 'wonderful. 
She carries the whole of the air re­ 
quired from the surface.

A STUDY IN HEREDITY. 


liisluncci of Criinlnul Nh1uv«h Appearhijf 
In NoteU 


In the history of IM^hn- and Charles 
.Tohuson and the various branches of 
tlie family in Bradford County, Penn- 
sylvania, Zola might have found ma- 
terial for a study in heredity such as 
he expanded into the Uongou-Macquart 
series. 
Although the family to-day is 
among the poorest and most notorious 
in that section, its lino of descent runs 
straight back to Sir William .Johnson, 
the pre-Revolutionary soldier whoso in- 
fluence with the Six Nations kept them 
from joining the Fren<'h in the French 
and Indian War. 
On the other side 
was 
Indian 
blood, probably 
that 
of 
Brant, sister of the great Mo- 
hawk chiel*. Joseph Brant, by whom 
Sir William .Tohnson had eight chil- 
dren. 


These people and their kindred are 
not without a certain pride in their 
ancestry. 
Tlicy like to be known 
as 
among the very earliest settlors of the 
Upper Susquehanna. 
But their patri- 
mony has long since gone out of their 
hands. 
Now they are called *4iill peo- 
ple." 
Of those who remain some live 
in abandoned shanties in the woods, 
where lirewood is free at hand, sup- 
porting themselves with a gun, or by 
fishing 
or by an occasional job on a 
near-by farm in emergency. 
The poor- 
house has heli)ed to tide over a bad 
winter for some of tlicm. 
Shiftless, 
without education or means of 
sup- 
port, most of them are held in bad re- 
pute by their neighbors. 
Yet ihe stock 
of children is freely replenished. 


Piigler .Tohnson was hanged the oilier 
day. and his brother Charles is under 
a sentence of death for the murder of 
Bigler .Tohnson's wife and little niece 
while tlie men were drunk on stoirn 
alcohol. 
The husband 
was tired of 
])aying $0 a month for his wife's sup- 
port by order of thi» court. 
To conceal 
the crime his mother w a s accuscd of 
having burned the house containing the 
bodies, but she w a s acquitted. 
.Bigler, 
who passed as a fair Johnson 
t.\pe, 
in his confession said he had never 
¿-one to church, Sunday-school or to 
public school. 
IJe had never heard of 
the Bible and did not know w h a t re- 
ligion or morality meant. 


Tills record of crime and pauperism 
recalls In a small way the fanu 
case 
of the Jukes, as they are called, de- 
ficendants 
of 
two sons of 
an 
early 
Dutch 
backwoodsman, 
and 
the two 
Jukes sisters. 
Out of 1200 descend- 
ants 70U were traced, of whom 
280 
had received public support, 140 were 
i-riminals and- oifenders, serving in all 
140 years In prison, and a large propor- 
tion were morally bad and nervously 
diseased. 
The Jukes, 
however, 
had 
scattered widely and many were city 
dwellers.—World.

F battleships cease to exist, forts to repel them will be worth­ 
less. Thoy are noarly as expensive bb battleships and muck 
more effective. 
Then, if transports have no battleships to

protect them; and, as for a base for scouts and torpedo 
boats, all they need is coal and an admiral to report to. An 
improved destroyer may carry an admiral, not in such com­ 
fort as does the big and roomy battleship, but faster. And, 
with the additional speed available, coaling stations may bo 
farther apart 
without hindrance to fleet operations, and 
blockades, the only practical method of naval offence, may be maintained 
farther at sea, safe from the flre of forts and the attacks of submarines. 
As for the future value of conveying transports, what will be the use of 
sending soldiers across the sea to certain death within a short distance of 
land? With twenty submarines in place of each coast defense-shlp, with a 
^‘mother ship** to supply food, water and supplies for every flve of these duck­ 
lings, and with one fast surface craft for a scout, what transport that might 
«lip by the one battleship, could hope to land her soldiers? And what invad­ 
ing warcraft. slower than the scout,cou Id catch her, or destroy her except by 
surprise; which it is ascout*s business to prevent? Transports, to bo success­ 
ful, will need to be fastfer than the scouts that will report them; and, since 
this is physically impossible, invasion by sea will come to an end. It is safe 
to say that, if Russia, at the beginning of the war had e x p e n d e d upon subma­ 
rines the cost of two of her bottled-up battleships, not a Japanese regiment 
could have landed on Korea and remained a regiment. With cheap subma- 
irlnes of fifty miles of submergence, and four hundred of surface action at­ 
tached to every seaport, no transport or slow-going battleship would dare ap­ 
proach an enemy’s coast. 
The battleship, w^ith its seven or eight hundred men to die when disaster 
comes, ia an expensive investment. Those who advocate its continuance do 
not advocate its development. No one argues for the buildings of battleships 
twice as long and broad and deep as those that now exist, with twice the thick­ 
ness of armor and weight of guns. Yet, if the big battleship be not developed 
still further, it will cease to exist. For a time. Its work can be done by the 
armored cruiser; then, as the speed and vision of the submarine is Increased 
and perfected, by the fast protected cruiser and faster destroyer; and If the 
speed and vision of this deadly, unseen enemy that strikes out of the unknown 
in time and place finally encomiiDasses the destroyer, these, too must give 
way as is probable, and adopt the submarine features of their vanquishers, 
xind become submergible surface b^ats.—World’s Worlw 


Our Attitude Toward 
New Governments 


By John Bassett Moore, LL. Z). 


NY exposition of the American doctrine of non-intervention 
would be incomplete that failed specially to notice the rule 
of the United States with regard to the recognition of new 
I governments—a rule which is Indeed a corollary of that doc- 
■ 
trine. 
In Europe, governments had been treated as leglti- 
^ 
I 
mate or illegitimate, according to what was conceived to be 
the regularity or the irregularity of the succession of their 
rulers. The attitude of the United States on this question 
was early defined when the National Convention in France 
proclaimed a republic. On that occasion Jefferson, as secretary of state, in a 
letter to Gouveneur Morris, of March 12, 1793, which has become a classic, 
said: “We surely cannot deny to any nation that right whereon our own gov­ 
ernment is founded, that every One may govern itself according to whatever 
form it pleases, and change these forms at its own will; and that it may trans­ 
act its busine^ with foreign nations through whatever organ it thinks proper, 
whether king, convention, assembly, committee, presifient, or anything else it 
may choose. The will of the nation is the only thing essential to be regarded.*’ 
In a word, the United Staies maintained that the true test of a government's 
title to recognition is npt theoretical legitimacy of its own origin, but the fact 
of its existence as the apparent exponent of the popular will. And from this 
principle, which is now universally accepted, it necessarily follows that recog­ 
nition can properly be accorded only when the new government has demon­ 
strated its ability to exist. Recognition extended at an earlier stage of the 
revolution savors of an act of intervention, and as such must be defended on 
its merits, as is clearly set forth in President Roosevelt's message of January 
4, 1904, in relation to the recognition of the Republic of Panama.—Harper's 
Magazine.

POULTRY NOTES. 
Tho following notes from The PouU

AVo especially commend tho eloventh 
paragraph. 
It pays to food well and 
'to sell as soon as possible. 
Holding 
for a possible rise is not prolltable. 
Usually the addiliona* food required 
eats up all increase in price: 
If there was no loss the business 
would be overdone. 
No business is a success that has a 
fool to engineer it, 
Some people are 
never original. 
Don’t be a poll-parrot. 
Keep a diary of experiences, and 
protlt by your failures. 
Vacations for the poultryman are 
few and far between. 
Those who easily forget are contin­ 
ually making mistakes. 
A person is judged by the condition 
of his surroundings. 
Have a place for everything and 
everything in its place. 
Treat your neighbors well, but don’t 
mind their business. 
Start right. A poor beginning is apt 
to make a costly ending. 
Our plan has always been to feed 
generously and market all 
surpius 
stock as soon as ready to sell. Green­ 
backs and hard cash eat nothing and 
never havo the roup. 
An incubator may be superior to a 
hen in some respects, but it does not 
e<iual her in devotion and oneness of 
purpose. 
Y’ou never find an incuba­ 
tor hatching on a door-knob. 
If you need any pure bred poultry, 
now is the time to purchase, as the 
breeders are well stocked at this time 
of the year, and you can get birds 
much cheaper than later on» 


THE riG ON THE FAR.Af. 
Pork production should form an im­ 
portant industry 
\ipon 
our 
Maine 
farms. It can be made profitable, not 
only in connection with the dairy, but 
as a leading feature of the farm work. 
I have no sympathy with the system 
of keeping swine as it Is conducted 
upon some farms. The hog is entitled 
to a good, comfortable, clean honii>. 
He is never at his best in any other 
place. 
When he is kept, simply to 
work over the manure of other ani­ 
mals, he is not in-his proper place. I 
would never keep hogs on the manure 
pile; keep the manure from heating In 
some other way and give the hog a 
home so arranged that he can have 
opportunity to exercise his natural in­ 
stinct of cleanliness. 
He will then 
be at his best and will make the most 
possible growth out of every pound of 
food consumed, and at the same time 
will produce a product in pork that 
cannot be excelled. 
A roomy, light 
and warm place in winter and a pas­ 
ture with movable sheds for summer 
make the 
best possible places for 
carrying the hog through the year. 
If the pasture is not available, the pen 
can be used instead, but^by all means 
avoid tho filth and stench of the ma­ 
nure pile. The matter of breed is of 
secondary importance, unless tho rais­ 
ing of pigs for sale is to be made a 
feature of the business. 
If it is, tlio 
breed selected should be the one best 
adapted to the locality and witli which 
the buyers are most familiar. I thinlc 
tlie Chester as bred in Maine will 
please a larger proportion of buyers 
than any other, and hogs of that 
breed, either *puro or grade, respo.id 
readily to feed and are easily rjau- 
aged. The hog is naturally a grazing 
animal. I have observed tliat when at 
pasture they fed as many hours a day 
as did our cows. 
The pasture, tho 
green crop, with roots, and corn to fin­ 
ish the fattening, afford the cheapest 
sources for pork production, and if 
they can be used in connection with 
tlje wastes from tlae dairy, tho results 
will be still moro satisfactory, 
We 
have never figured the eiact co:t of 
pork as produced at the Pines, but 
careful accounts have shown that our 
skim milk fed to pigs, the pigs fat­ 
tened and put upon the'market when 
they dress 200 pounds, wD* not net ui> 
two and one-half cents per quart; this 
when the pigs were In pasture. 
In 
winter I should be weli pleased to 'w: 
two cents per quart for the milk.—B. 
W. McKeen, Fryeburg, Me., in State 
Bulletin.
